DETAILED ACTION 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee 
set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since 
this application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the 
fee set forth in 37 CFR 1.

Applicant's 
submission filed December 30, 2008 has been entered. Claims 1-16 are deleted. 
Claim 17 is amended. Now, Claims 17-30 are pending. 

2. Claim rejection(s) under 35 USC 1 12 in the previous Office Action (Paper 
No. 20080830) is/are removed. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 17-30 are allowed.

The present claims are allowable for at least the following reason(s) over the 
closest references: Galbiati (US 6 21 994)

Galbiati discloses a sealant comprising polymers prepared by an alkylene 
glycol di(meth)acrylate and an ethane dithio, followed by reacting with a 
mercaptoalkyltrimethoxysilane or an alkylmethyacrylatetrimethoxysilane. (col. 1, 
lines 4-19 and col. 7 and col. 8) However, Galbiati does not teach or fairly suggest 
the polymers (9'), (9"), (9a'), (9a"), (9b'), (9b"), (9c') and (9c").
